PANAMA CANAL | 


TO St FAILURE 


Se Prophesies John F, Stevens, 
the Fermer Engineer 


NO BENEFIT TO COMMERCE 


Stevens Says the Canal Will Not 
Help the United States in Its 
Trade With South America 
With the Islands 

of the Pacific. 


New Haven, Conn., March 9.—John F. 
Stevens, vice president of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford railroad, 
and former chief engineer of the Pan- 
ama Canal, has issued a statement re- 
garding the latter enterprise in which 
he prophesies a failure of the under- 
taking. 

Mr. Stevens says that the canal will 
not help the United States in its trade 


with South America, as practically all 
the inhabitants of the southern conti- 
nent are on the east of the Andes. Mr. 
Stevens also says that our commercial 
relations with the islands of the Pacific 
and the far east will be little bene- 
fited. 

Our coal and wheat centres are 
land. Their products have to be started 
on their way by rail. When once loaded 
on cars it would be cheaper to ship to 
the Atlantic and then ship to the east 
by the way of the canal than it would 
be to eend directly to the ports on our 
Pacific coast and then get on board 
ship. Furthermore, Mr. Stevens believes 
that our coal supply is fast diminishing 
and that China will be the source of fu- 
ture coal supply. Siberia, he says, will 
be the wheat country of the future with 
India as a close second. r 

Mr. Stevens maintains that the Pan- 
ama Canal will not meet expenses and 
will cost more than is expected. The 
date of the finishing of the canal, he 
fixes as January, 1!915. 

The idea of the canal being of great 
value to us in times of warfare since 
our naval forces can be quickly sent 
from one coast to the other, he says, is 
absurd. It would take days for the ships 
to wet around and during that time hos- 
tile shells could have done their work, 
Mr. Stevens believes that it would have 
been a far wiser plan of defense to put 
the money tha, the canal will cost into 
a greater navy. 


TO REGENERATE LONDON. 


The Campaign Has Heen Started by 

Bishop Ingram, 
9—Inspired by 
experiment in» Wall

Arthur W. Ingram, bishop of London, 
made an appeal in the city this after- 
noon which he hopes will largely aug- 
ment his fund for the spiritual regen- 
eration of the metropolis.

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That Is Reason Democras Op- 
pose Fowler Money Bill 


WILLIAMS BILL IS FAVORED 


Democrats of the House Banking 
Cemmittee Submit a Report in 
Which Reasons for Opposing 
Fowler Measure Are 
Set Forth. 


Washington, March 9.—The demo- 
cratic members of the house committee 
on banking and currency today agreed 
to report the minority currency bill in- 
troduced by John Sharp Williams, as @ 
substitute for the. Fowler bill. 

In the course of their report the mi- 
nority says: 

“We oppose the bill because it virtu- 
ally takes from the government all 
power to regulate and safeguard the 
national banks of the country and 
wholly gives over the control of such 
institutions to a board of managers 
which is selected by the banks them- 
selves.”’ a 

The minority also takes exception to 
the provisions of the bill requiring the 
retirement of gre-nbacks; complains 
that it makes banks the agents of the 
government for the transaction of all 
its business and urges the inadequacy 
of the interest charge. It also charged 
that under the operation of the pro- 
posed law all state banks and savings 
and trust companies would inevitably 
be driven out of business, 


Too Mach Pewer for Banks. 


‘With the banks all organized under 
one system, enjoying sole and complete 
power to issue all moneys as they deem 
proper, will there not be great danger 
either from contraction or inflation of 
the amount of money in circulation?’ 
they ask. 

“Will it not be in the absolute power 
bf these banks or their board of mana- 
gers, to make money scarce or to make 
it plentiful; to make the rate of inter- 
est high or make it cheap; to cause 
a depression or to produce a relaxation?

‘The minority members of the com- 
mittee say emphatically that this coun- 
try is not ready to delegate such dan- 
gerous power. Without doubt the most 
serious proposition with which con- 
gress has had to deal in many years is 
this regulation and control of the great 
corporations that have grown over-pow- 
erful and beyond the control of the gov- 
ernment. 

Asked to Give Great Power. 


“Yet, while we are plapning ways 
whereby we may wisely and justly sub- 
ject these great interests to government 
regulation, we are asked by the Fowler 
bill to create a system all-powerful, 
with complete and undisputed author- 
ity to issue the circulating medium of 
the country in quantity, in manner, and 
at times to please those fortunate 
enough to enjoy this great special priv- 
llege.”’ 

The minority conclude by urging the 
acceptance of the Williams bill as a sub- 
stitute for the Fowler bill. Of the Wil- 
liams bill they say in part: 

“The minority members of the commit- 
tee commend the bill herewith presented 
ag being practical, conservative and 
safe, and believe it comes nearer to ad- 
justing the financial situation than any 
other measure submitted.

In regard to the pension law, making 
quarterly payments to old soidiers, he 
sald: 

“When we began paying pensions the 
roll was small and we could pay it all 
in one payment In advance without crip- 
pling the state’s treasury, The roll has 
grown and grown until now it reaches 
something like $950,000. Last year we 
paid out $870,000 and when we paid it 
all in advance we found that -twelve 
counties had to be left out until qa fur- 
ther appropriation of $42,000 was made 
in the summer. Under the present law 
the governor can only borrow money for 
a casual deficiency. The legislature saw 
fit to change the law so as to make 
quarterly payments during the year and 
a provision was made whereby the vet- 
eraneg could get their money from the 
ordinaries of the counties. I admit that 
we now find ourselves in a much better 
financial condition than we anticipated.”

TELLS WHY HE DISMISSED 


COMMISSIONER J. M. BROWN 


In his speech at Decatur yesterday 
Governor Smith referred to his dis- 
missal of Joseph M. Brown from the 
railroad commission. He spoke of a 
note which he received in a “mys- 
terlous envelope,’’ and which mention- 
ed something about “a card which 
might have been published.”” The card, 
the governor claimed, was never read 
by him, but returned to the sender, 
still in a sea.ed envelope. 

In this part of his Decatur speech 
the governor gaid: 

On the 2lst of August I removed Mr. J. M. 
as railroad commissioner and appoint- 
ed Mr. 8. G@. McLendon for the unexpired 
term.

_ had. 


It Is hardly necessary for me to atate that 
before my inauguration I had become satis- 
fied that Mr. Brown ought not to retain the 
position of railroad commissioner. I have 
already discussed before the people many m™ 
the reasons which led me to this conclusion. 

I will not go into his various acts which I 
have heretofore criticized. 

Just before my inauguration the rallroad 
commission reduced passenger rates. Com- 
missioner Brown dissented from_ the report 
and presented what he called his zone sys- 
tem. He put his dissent in the shape of an 
elaborate pamphlet which I have no doubt 
Was distributed by the railroad authorities 
for the purpose of fighting the action of the 
commission. 

I would have removed him as soon as I 
was inaugurated, but the law required that I 
should report my action to the legislature 
with my reasons for doing so and the 
legislature would then have been called upon 
to pass upon my report. There were many 
questions before the legislature and it was 
evident that they would not have time to 
complete thelr congideraion before adjourn- 
ment, and | did not wishtoinfect this ques- 
tion, which would consume additional time, 
and hazard the passage of important legisia- 
tion.

Mrs. Black explained the initiative 
steps taken by the kindergarten chil- 
dren in hand crafts, and Mrs. Ottley ex- 
plained the encouragement given arts 
and crafts. in the curriculum of the 
arts and crafts, and Professor Culver, 
of the Boys’ High school, convinced 
his hearers of.the splendid work being 
done in the arts and crafts department 
of that institution. The technological 
department was added to the high 
echoo! in 1903. The wisdom of the ex- 
periment, he explained, is manifested 
in the growth of the department. The 
outline of study consists of thorough 
courses in mathematics, English, forge- 
shop practice, wood-shop_ practice, 
lathe practice and mechanical drawing. 
Upon completion of the prescribed 
course in this department, the grad- 
uates are admitted on certificates to 
the Georgia School of Technology. 

“Our equipment, however, is not what 
it should be,” said Professor Culver. 

"Wee need more room-—a pbuilding 
fitted for technological work. The new- 
ly elected superintendent, Professor W, 
M. Slaton, is working faithfully fog 
the establishment of a technical high 
echool. Immediately after his election 
in June he addressed the board on in- 
dustria) training, advocating better 
facilities for this phases of our school 
system. The board enthusiastically 
approved the movement, and has ap- 
peale@d to the city council for an ap- 
propriation sufficient to erect a sulit- 
anle building for this work. I have 
said that this phase of education was 
introduced into the educational sys- 
tem as an experiment, and during the 
experimental stage the housing of this 
department in a separate building 
would have been unwise. It is no 
longer an experiment, and those who 
have been with the department and

With the aid of a chart she pointed 
out the relative values of the trained 
and untrained craftsman, and incident- 
ally mentioned the brilliant records of 
men graduates of Georgia's great school. 
She referred to the fact that it was 
recently stated that the textile de- 
partment of the Georgia school, as 
now operated, is the best in the world, 
standing as it does for the most ad- 
vanced methods in textile development. 
She deplored the fact that many boys, 
through lack of proper training before 
entering the Tech, were not able to take 
the course when the opportunity of the 
Tech was opened to them, and express- 
ed the fear that parents were not care- 
ful of the early education of their 
children, and: that during that period 
when they should obtain certain basic 
principles of knowledge, their training 
was neglected.

The first 
to-wit Willam & Co., of Cincinnati, 
called; beth sides announced ready and 
evidence established £0 conclusively 
monumenia! conspiracy on the part 
liquor dealers to cheat and defraud the 
state by bribing its purchasing agents that 
all of the other liquor men, their counsel! and 
witnesses ‘‘folded their tents like the Arab 
and as quietly stole away.’ and when next 
heard from they were seeking the shelter of 
the United States court. 

IT must think that their lawyers knew that 
this court was without Jurisdiction, but with 
them it was a case of ‘‘any port in a storm.”’ 
it is absurd to say that a state may be sued 
without its consent. It will be recalled that 
when the convention wae held in Virginia to 
ratify the federal constitution, Mason and 
Henry were arguing that it contained no 
provision to prevent sufts against the seye 
eral’ states, John Marshall, the great ex- 
pounder of the constitution and the first chief 
justice of the supreme court of the United 
States, replied “| ecarcely think that a 
sovereign state would be called to the bar of 
a federa! court. It ts not rationa! to 
that the sovereign power should be 
dragged before a federar court.’’ This view 
wae universally acquiesced in by the framers 
and: founders of the constitution unt 
(Chisholm brought suit the supreme court 
of the United States against the state of 
Georgia and that court held that a state 
might be sued by a citizen. 

It will be remembered that this judgment 
was ignored by the govereign state of Georgia 
and the supreme court of the United States 
defied and a collision between Georgia and 
the federal government was averted by the 
adoption of the eleventh amendment to the 
constitution of the United States. which was 
Promptly proposed and adopted. the effect of 
which was to prohibit in terms the thing this 
federal judge is seeking to do. viz.: exer- 
ictal power of the United States 
in cases of citizens againat one of the United 
States. The doctrine tha: a state may not be 
sued except upon its own volition and in the 
manner and forum which the state itseif 
prescribes is well settied and clear for 
controversy 

lf there are just debts against the state of 
South Carolina on account its dispensary 
the tribunal established by that state is the 
only one by which thege claims can be ad- 
justed and paid. 

For a federal court that the doc- 
trine of watver of sovereign righis or of 
equitable estoppe! is applicable to @ sovereign 
state is s© absurd as to suggest bias upon 
part of any judge who has the necessary 
mental equipment to preside over a court 
having general jurisdiction.
